CONDITIONS OF SALE 

1. Any bid which is merely a nominal or fractional advance 
may be rejected by the auctioneer, if, in his judgment, such bid 
would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

2. The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute 
arise between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either de- 
cide the same or put up for re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

3. Payment shall be made of all or such part of the pur- 
chase money as may be required, and the names and addresses of 
the purchasers shall be given immediately on the sale of every lot, 
in default of which the lot so purchased shall be immediately put 
up again and re-sold. 

Payment of that part of the purchase money not made at 
the time of sale shall be made within ten days thereafter, in de- 
fault of which the undersigned may either continue to hold the 
lots at the risk of the purchaser and take such action as may be 
necessary for the enforcement of the sale, or may at public or 
private sale, and without other than this notice, re-sell the lots 
for the benefit of such purchaser, and the deficiency (if any) aris- 
ing from such re-sale shall be a charge against such purchaser. 

4. Delivery of any purchase will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days — except holidays— 
betw r een the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 
of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it w T as sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers ; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 
within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the Asso- 
ciation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or au- 
thenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on account of 
any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any imperfection not 
noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior 
to its sale, after which it is sold “as is” and without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot 
correctly, and will give consideration to the opinion of any trust- 
worthy expert to the effect that any lot has been incorrectly cata- 
logued, and, in its judgment, may either sell the lot as catalogued 
or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby would 
become responsible for such damage as might result were his 
opinion without proper foundation.

Consisting of thirty-five forks, fifteen tablespoons, eighteen 
teaspoons, two saltspoons, two ladles, three carving knives, 
three carving forks and sharpener. King pattern, by Gor- 
ham. 

31 — Two Silver Plate Epergnes 

Silvered baluster stems, enriched with rocaille flowers, scroll 
handle and base ; supporting tw o graduated scalloped cut- 
glass revolving dishes.

Repousse floral and varied scroll patterns. Consisting of 
hair and clothes brushes, oval box and hand mirror.

Open scrolled boat-shape; enriched with festoons of flowers.

44 — Silver and Crystal Mustard Directoire Period 

Deep diamond cut-glass bowl set in an open silver cup 
enriched with rosetted lattice border, and medallions of 
satyr-heads alternating with Bacchic busts. Gadrooned 
cover; square foot. Mark, an acorn. 


45 — Old Dutch Silver Cruet 

Scroll-baluster shaft with terminal basketed handle and 
rings for spoons and bottles. On trifoliated scrolled foot. 
Fitted with three facetted light blue bottles ; enriched with 
silver sprays.

46 — English Silver Tea Set Queen Anne Style 

Consisting of pot, creamer and covered sucrier. Low oval 
body enriched with spiral gadroons and flutings.

Low circular bowl with dainty scroll edge, two flanges sup- 
porting doves. Supported by a draped Classic figure of a 
nymph.

74 — Two Sterling Silver Berry Spoons 
Shell bowls with scroll basketed handles. 

75 — Three Sterling Silver Ladles 

Two small and one large. Curved handles engraved with 
birds. 

76 — Three Sterling Silver Ladles 

Scotch, eighteenth century; with boat-shaped bowl, twisted 
stem and ebony handle. Two with varied scrolled bowls and 
carved ivory handles. 

77 — Four Sterling Silver Service Spoons 

Two with blunted oval bowls and engraved medallion 
handles. Soup ladle with shaped bowl ; engraved with mono- 
gram. Long plain spoon with back rest ; engraved with 
monogram. 

78 — Sterling Silver Bonbon Basket 

Boat shape ; pierced with scrollings, flowers, and cartouche ; 
bail handle. Blue glass lining.

Oval, with cover forming extra dish and loose locking 
handles forming knife rests. Borders of scrolled ivory 
leaves. Bv John Brown, Providence.

Scrolled lip and handle ; enriched with band of leaves. En- 
graved with monogram. By Tiffany.

Pear shape ; enriched in repousse with scrollings and festoons 
of vines and grapes. Similar rustic handle. By W. S. 
Wood.

Pear shape, enriched in repousse with view, “Shooting near 
New York” ; leaf band at base. Open scrolled handle devel- 
oping a cupid. On open blossom and cartouche scrolled 
foot.

Oval, on high foot ; scroll handles variously enriched with 
trophy of dead fish and game.

Urn shape; enriched with laurel medallion, scrolled leafage 
and monogram. Pseudo-Hall mark. Maker, probably Isaac 
Heed, Stamford, Conn. Mark, I. R., and central pellet in 
cartouche.

87 — Early American Silver Cup 

Tall urn shape; enriched with repousse festoons of flowers. 
Engraved “Hamilton” and also with leafage. By W. S. 
Wood. 


88 — Two American Silver Condiment Stands 

Rustic-leaf shaft with leaf-scrolled oval handle supporting 
two shells with gilded linings. Shaped permanent tray on 
scroll feet. By Bachelet. 

Length , 6% inches. 


89 — Early American Silver and Cut-glass Butter Dish 
Open wave-molded circular tray ; diamond cut-glass bowl. 
Domed silver cover surmounted by a recumbent cow ; loose 
pierced lining. 


90 — Early American Silver Cruet 

Oblong molded base, with scrolled floral apron and foot; six 
rings for bottles and two for spoons, supported on open leaf 
scrolls. Finely scrolled leaf and vase handle. Fitted with six 
unusually well cut bottles, having facetted sides, rope molded 
shoulders and mushroom tops.

Pear shape ; with scrolled repousse feet, spout, supports for 
ebony handle and blossom terminal. By Pray.

By Daniel Rogers. High expanding round sides, on finely 
molded foot. Half-round scrolled strap handle, finished 
with button at foot and engraved I. N. D. Molded domed 
cover finished with pinnacle, strap hinged to handle with 
remarkably fine flat vase terminal and having a uniquely 
scrolled thumb piece. Engraved, M. M. P., on body. Mak- 
er’s mark, D. R., in cartouche on base side. 


Height, 9 inches. 

Note : An exceptionally fine and perfect example of Early American 
silver. Made by Daniel Rogers of Newport (1753-1792), and without 
question it is the equal of any object made in England of this period. 


93 — Early American Silver Coffee-pot 

Finely fashioned pear-shaped body, with graceful scroll 
spout, ivory handle, and beaded dome cover having ball ter- 
minal. On scrolled legs with shell terminations and Spanish 
feet.

Goblet shape ; engraved with minute bandings and medallion. 
Hall-marked.

“Industrial On finely scrolled Spanish feet. Hall-marked, 
Maker, William Pitts.

Inverted pear shape ; hinged cover with acorn terminal ;
